wrong  ideas,  from  what  they  read  or  hear. 

The  remedy  for  these  evils  is  the  proper  training  in  the  study  of 
words,  by  the  use  of  the  Dictionary,  and  this  training  should  begin 
as  soon  as  the  child  can  distinguish  between  one  word  and  another, 
and  continue  indefinitely.

Does  he  know  that  x  and  q  are  mere 
proxies  for  other  letters  having  no  sound  of  their  own,  and 
that  the  pretty  type  c  is  in  a  similarly  humiliating  position  ? 
R.  Grant  White  is,  we  believe,  the  only  philologist  who  op¬ 
poses  the  reform.  He  opposes  it  evidently  from  love  of  op¬ 
position  and  notoriety.  These  cavilers  .  all  try  to  frighten 
people  with  the  prospect  that  the  change  is  to  be  general, 
whereas  it  is  only  desired  for  the  primers  and  first  readers 
used  in  English  elementary  Schools.
